The price list,-when completed, with 
descriptions of the food for sale, will 
be put into the hands of housewives 
by the Post-office through its 65,000 
postmasters and local carriers. With 
the list will go an order blank. 

The housewife, wno wants some of 
the army food will fill out the blank 
and hand it to the carrier, who will 
turn it over to the postmaster. She 
will pay the carrier and get a receipt 
for it, 

The postmaster will bulk all the or- 
ders and send them to the sales di- 
vision of the War Department here. 
In large cities these orders for a sing!e 
day may total a carload or more, offi- 
ciala here believe. 

The War Department wilf ship the 
food consigned to the postmaster, 
who will distribute it according: to his

The postage, which it is * believed 
will be lesa than one cent a pound for

Making It Possible For His Com- 
pany to Take ‘and Hold Trench 
at Vimy Hidge—He Was Killed 
a Few Minutes: Later’ pereiog 
Huns at Bay. 


R most conspicuous ' bravery 
and devotion to duty. - During 
the attack in enemy trenches. 
Sergt. Sifton’s company was 
held up by machine-gun fire, which 
inflicted many casualties. - Having 
located the gun, he charged it single- 
handed, killing all the crew. A small 
enemy party advanced down. the 
trench, but he succeeded in keeping 
these off till our men had gained the 
position. In carrying out this gal- 
lant act, he was killed, but his con- 
spicuous valor undoubtedly saved 


| many lives, and contributed largely 


to the success of the operation.—, 
Oficial Record, é 

‘Vimy Ridge Is alow, undulating, 
plateau lying between Arras and 
Lens, crossed about mid-way by & 
highway. Although the ridge is In- 
significant in normal times, the Ger- 
mans, in seizing it'in 1914, gained 
thereby contro! of all that sector of 
the battle front. It remained In Ger- 
man hands until April, 2917. 

The Somme battles in the fall of 
1916, as well asthe historic stand 
in the¥pres sector, had earned for 
the Canadians a reputation as shock 
troops, and when the higher com- 
mand decided that Vimy must be 
taken inthe spring of 1917 the 
troops of the Dominion were with- 
drawn from the Somme area and 
went Into training for several months 
behind the Vimy salt¢nt’ 

Easter Monday, April 9, was 
ehosen for the.day of the attack, 
The morning broke cloudy and un- 
certain In temper, At 5.30 o'clock, 
the moment of attack, a chilling rain 
began to fall, followed later by a 
keen northwest wind. At 10 o’tlock 
snow fell, then the clouds broke and 
brilliant sunshine poured down on 
the hillside up which the Canadluns 
were toiling, 

The western slope of the ridge was 
2 conglomeration of broken wire, 
mud, and other debris, scattered 
helter-skelter by the terrific bom- 
bardment to which it had been sub- 
dected by the British artillery. The 
preparation for the infantry advance, 
says one of the brigadler-gencrals 
who was there, Was perfect. Over 
the spongy ground, pitted with shell 
holes full of liquid mud, went the 
Canadians, dragging themselves 
along under their heavy kits, 

The attack was made ands objec- 
tives taken on scheduled’ time. There 
were four lines of defences to be 
taken. The firat line, consisting of 
six trenches, lay just behind the 
Arras road, Here the Canadians met 
Blight resistance. The Germans were 
dazed by the terrific artillery bom- 
bardment, and, Indeed, some of thein 
were starving hungry, for they had 
not had food for two days on account 
of the artillery barrage, and now 
their emergency rations all gone, 
they came meekly out of their dug- 
outs, some of them eren offering 
souvenirs to the Invaders for bread. 
They were hustled back to their 
cages, where they fell on the food 
given them Ilke wild animals. 

But at the second lino of trenches, 
which ran through the cellars of the 
demolished village of Tholus, the 
Hun was prepared to put up a 
flercer fight. Machine gunners were 
hidden away in concrete fortresses 
and as the Canadians passed they 
Poured an enfilading fre, causing 
many casualties, 

The 18th Battalion went over the 
top In the firat wave of the attack 
and soon reached the second line of 
defence, where its orders were to 
consolidate, leaving the next wave to 
go through to‘the third and fourth 
Uines. The battalion i:self attacked 
in four waves on a three-platoon 
frontage. As the men of C com- 
Pany jumped Into the sccond trench 
line a steady stream of bullets from 
a hidder gun riddled thelr ranks. So 
carefully was the gun concealed that 
it was some time before it was ils. 
covered. 

Serst. Ellis Sifton first” cneant 
sight of the gun barrel spouting fre 
over the parapet. Without a thought 
he sprang into the trench, charged 
the crew, overthrew the gun and 
turned on the gunners with his bayo- 
net, killing them all. At this time a 
Party of Germans was seen running 
down the trench to the aid of the gun 
crew. Sifton turned again with his 
cold steel and held them at bay until 
lire comrades Jumped down into the 










trench. While this was going on a 
dying German, who had fallen in the 
first onslaught of the Canadians, roll- 
ed over to the side of-the trench, 
Picked up a rifle, and taking careful 
aim, shot Sifton, The 13th Battalion 
move on to its objective, but the 
hero who had made it possible lay 
dead fn the captured trench, 

Ellis Weiwood Sifton was born at 
Wallacetown, Ont., October $2, ist}. 
His father, John James Silton, still 
lives in that town. "Ellis attended 
the Wallacetown’ public schooi and 
soon after entering high school de- 
elded to go farming, which he was 
suc ully pursuing when ho an- 
swered the call for men for the over- 
seas army. He. enlisted in October, 
1914, joining the 18th Battalion, 
Queen's Park, London, Ont., as a pri- 
vate. He went to England with the 
second division in Ayril, 1915, trans- 
ferring to the Army Service Corps on 
Boing to France. He was transferred 
back to his-old unit’at his own re- 
quest? and went with them to the 
Arras front in January, 1917. Befere 


he was made sergeant. 

The Victoria Cross, won by Serst. 
Sifton, was presented to his father 
by the Governor-General of Canada 
at a public ceremony in Toronto fn 
the fall of 1917.—Carolyn Cornell in 
Teronto Star Weekly.

Did he need money? Why, when 
“Jack” Hanna studied law in the of- 
fice of McKenzie and Gurd, thirty 
years ago, he joined the volunteer 
fire brigade so-he could steep in the 
old north‘end hose house. He used 
to take care of the building, wash 
the hose, and scrub the floor for $5 
a month. And when the month was 
up he ‘was always there for the 
money.”*." 

Mr; Hanna used to tell that story, 
too, on the political stump. 

Folks in Sarnia say that he had 
an inborn bent for politics. His days 
as a law student and volunteer fre 
fighter were concurréfit.. The bri- 
gade developed into a sort of social 
club, held dinners, and tested the 
oratorical prociivities of the mem- 
bership. Young Hanna never missed 
a chance to speak, For days he mix- 
ed and baked his politica! opinions 
and then, like Demosthenes, mouth- 
ing his pebble on the seashores he 
barked out his notions for the edid- 
cation of the brave fire-tighters down 
on Sarnia‘’s water. front, 

According to the mature opinion 
of Hon. W, J. Hanna, Provincial Seo- 
retary, the North Sarnia hoso house 
was the ablding place of the muse of 
speech and an abounding field of 
political wisdom. He always claimed | 
that he felt at easo’on his feet after 
he learned ‘jo makq his voice loud 
and vigorous in.the ears of the old 
brigade. “

doubtless would ‘have made a Orst- 
rate blacksmith, Sarnia people agree 
that the goods he was made of could 
not fail at any occupation, Marked 
“Exhibit A’ in the evidence, they 
put in the fact that he rose to the 
rank of foreman in the fire company.

ply killed him off by scorn. He 
didn’t poll enough votes to save his 
deposit. And that was money he 
could {ll afford to lose in those days, 
But he stayed with the fight—and 
hefnever lost an election afterward. 

To-day there Is 2 man In Sarnia, 
a@ genticman of prominence, and 
modesty, who feels that he was a cog 
fa the gear that elevated Mr, Hanna 
in the world of finance. When the 
oil Interests ‘that developed into tho 
Imperial connection turned up in 
Sarnia they had need of a lawyer to 
provide for certain conveyancing and 
other routine work, The ‘aforesaid 
gentleman had In view a friend who 
used to serve with him on the fire 
brigade, 

“Mr, Hanna will be able to look 
after those matters for you," he 
ventured. 

The oil officials supposed he would 
do and made a note of his name, 
The budding barrister’s legal connec- 
tion was stil! far from lucrative, and 
when’ a client turned up hoe pains- 
takingly served him. So it was with

Japan to Keep Faith. 

LONDON, Aug. 5. — Japan will 
keep faith in {ts engagement concern- 
ing Shantung, according to a satate- 
ment by Baron.Goto to the Manches- 
ter Guardian. “Talk is heard,” he 
says, “that the fnese fear Japan 
will not carry out her promise to re- 
turn Shantung to Chins, and this fear 
seems to be shared by other foreign- 
ers also. 

“Japan has always strictly observ- 
ed her treaty obligations, and has 
never had occasion tu apologize for 
non-performance of her promises. 
The treaty between China and Japan 
im 1915 clearly stipulated that 
Japan will eventually return Sbhan- 
tunes to-China. That engagement 
leaves not the slightest doubt that 
Japan will turn Shantung over to 
China, for Japan has never been ac- 
cused of breaking faith.”

* LONDON, Aug. 5.—The House of 
Lords has ordered, by a vote of 69 
to 42, and in the teeth of the Gov- 
ernment’s opposition, an‘enquiry in- 
‘to the circumstances of the dismissal 
of Miss Violet Douglas Pennant from 
the command of the Women’s Royal 
Alr Force, the counterpart of the 
W.A.A.C.’s attached to that force. 
. Earl Stanhope sald thgt her dis- 
missal, which had been justified of- 
ficially hitherto on tho ground of her 
alleged “unpopularity,” was really

Such waa the result of an accident 
which occurred in tho city last night 
about nine o'clock when a new trans- 
former was being pfaced.on poles: of 
the Hydro Electric Power Commission 
of Ontario at the corner of Dundas 
and Church street.

Not so with McDonald as 1° 
was thrown violently to the ground 
striking his head upon the granolithic 
walk, It was thought that the un- 
fortunate man was dead, but by arti- 
ficial resuscition the heart uction was 
restored. It was apparent. however, 
that in striking the walk he had sus- 
tained a fractured skull, As soon as 
Possible he was removed to, tho hospi- 
tal whero he passed away shortly after 
midnight. Wheeler was: also released 
as quickly aa.it wa» possible and be 
wag also taken to the hospital whero 
it was ascertained his left hand was 
severely burned ond-the right knee 
burned, He also‘suffered cansidorably 
from the shock.

In 1915 ne 
was wounded and for six months was 
an inmate of a military - hospital at, 
Epsom, England. Upon recovering 


he rdjoined his unit and remained at t 


the front to the completion of the war 
In May of this year he returned to the 
city and resumed his position with the 
Hydro Commission.

Later he took a course in political ]—— 
economy at Chicaze jn 1896-7, and at 
Harvard from 1897 to 19002 His deep 
interest in labor questions led to his 
appointment in 1900 a4 Deputy-Minis- 
ter of Labor, and during the -eight 
years he eerved in that. capacily he 
acted as conciliater iti two score of 
important industrial strikes. 

He was called into the Cabinet of 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier in °1909, and for 
two years actel as Minister of Labor, 
In the reciprocity election of 1911 he 
‘went down to defeat with many of his 
colleagues; andFetired from public life 
for the time. Some yeara ago he ac- 
cepted service with the Rockefeller 
Foundation in connection with social 
investigations, resigning to return to 
Canada at the time of the general 
election jn 1917. 

Hon. Mr. King, confident that the 
country would refuse conscription, ran 
as an anti-conscriptionist Laurler- 
Liberal in North York and was buried 
under the avalanche of votes of those 
who refused to desert the men at the 
front by withholding the support that 
only the Military Servico Act could 
give.

The majority of roads in Prince 
Edward county are built of water- 
bound macadam.

Canada and Great Britain were call- 
ing for shells and more ~ shells, Had 
he exportation of nickel to the Unit- 
sd ‘States refinery in New Jersey been 
orchibited: the output of shells would 
save been seriously interfered with 
and the military strength of the allied 
armies weakened, Canada would have 
been unfaithful to her own soldiers in 
preventing the shipment of nickel 
under-such circumstances, 

EVERY PRECAUTION TAKEN 
The whole charge against the On- 
tario Government <for allowiny ship- 
ments of nickel to reach the encmy 
during the war falls by “the board. 
Two reputable Cabinet members—one 
in the Federal and the other in the 
British Homse of —Commons—hare 
stated that every possible precaution 
was taken to, prevent nickel from Can- 
ada reaching the enemy. The * omin- 
ion Government, not the Ontario Gov; 
ernment has control of exports and the 
answer to the charge has come as it 
should from Ottawa. Moreover, the 
British authorities were calling for 
nickel, and under the protection of 
the British navy, undertook to safe- 
guard those shipmens on their journ- 
ey across the Atlantic.

The Premier instanced the &chool 
Book Ring which had-made millions 
under the former government, but was 
ousted by the Consarvative Govern- 
ment, with the result that $1,239,000 
had been saved to the people in schoo!

~ ‘Answering one of its contemporaries that condemned the Treaty of 
Versailles’ on ‘the ground that it establishes a ‘peace of hatred'’; be- 
yore it is too, < cruel‘and hard upon Germany, the Morning Post of Lon- 
don, Eng., writes: 
a "Now let us put this question to our contemporary. What Peace is 
, there which could be made that would leave Germany so well satisfied as 
to “ensure peace? Before the war. she had everything she could desire— 
a growing commerce, an expanding industry, a prosperous country, and 
a free market in’Britain. Yet she hated us. Therefore,-if we gave Ger- 
at many evetything-‘that.she had before the war we might still have her 
a hatred. What recipe has our contemporary for changing wolves into 
: lambs? And if we were to satisfy Germany completely, how could we 
-restore or satisfy the countries she has ruined? 
“There is‘no solution in an easy peace for Germany, for it would 
mean the immediate domination of Germany and the immediate ruin of 
: the countries she has injured. There, again, we deal in facts and not in 
_ ddeals‘and dreams.’ That being so, it should be our policy to weaken 
Germany, and. strengthen ourselves and our Allies. There lies the only 
prospect of peace. The Allies have been unfaithful to that policy. They 
hare not removed hatred from the German heart—that was impossible— 
but: they have left to a future Germany—a future. not remote—the possi- 
bility of wreaking that hatred.’’ 


“20-5. OUR ROADS AS OTHERS SEE THEM. 

‘A. news story appearing in the Buffalo Express headed **Canadians 
Warm Hosts, But Roads Are Worst Ever,’’ deserves a wide Circulation 
in Canada’ as a warning of the need of good roads. The despatch is 
"dated from St. Catharines. The New York State Fruit Growers had

The law as it stands 
for the various offences is.as follows:

t- » The special committee appointed early in the last parliamentary ses- 
sion to prepare a bill dealing with war pensions obtained fronv every 
quarter expert evidence dealing with the various aspects of present day 
pension requirements. The evidence submitted, after careful sifting, 
was embodied in various recommendations to Parliament, many of which 
‘are. now reflected’ in the new Act. “ 

*\ Canadian pensions have,,since early. in the war, been considerably 
higher than those paid in any other country, and the new Act contains 
gpavincing proof of Canada’s interttion to maintain this aspect. 

+ It shquld be noted that the Act does not become effective until the 
“first day of the second month following its sanction’’ and will therefore 
tome into operation:on: September 1st, 1919. 5

American industry has hot expanded 
very much. It cannot expand be- 
cause the American pylpwood. areas 
are being rapidly depleted. The 
United States imports from Canada 
25 per cent. of all the newsprint it 
uses. The Canadian furests also sup- 
ply 15 per cent. of all the pulpwood 
used in the republic. 

One of the best features of this 
industry {s that it: benefits so many 
of the provinces) In ali but four, the 
prairies. provi Poand. Prince &d- 
ward Island, are pulp or paper mills 
to be found. The latest ayallable 
returns on the capital investment 
show that $84,609,584 are invested 
in Quebec, $73,006,970 in Ontario 
and $22,584,652 In British Colum- 
bia. In the last mentioned province 
the investment Jumped from $8,344,- 
416 in 1915 to $22,584,652 in 1917. 
‘There are now 101 mills producing 
pulp and paper, 45 in Quebec, 37 in 
Ontario, 7 in Nova Scotia, 6 in New 
enh and 6 in British Colu.n- 

The Americans have a large in- 
vestment: in the Canadian industry. 
and one that is growing rapidly. 
American interests ‘are belleved 1o 
hold under lease pulpwood laods 
containing 32,000,006 cords of ma- 
terial, the value of which is placed 
at $250,000,000. 

There is reason to think that 
yery soon the pulp wood and paper 
industry will be represented ‘n the 
prairie provinces, there bdeing @& 
strong mevement under way to in- 
duce Winnipeg to put $1,000,000 
into a pulp and paper mill. As 
Manitoba has the pulpwood, and 
also, an abundance of cheap water 
power, it is quite probable that the 
pulp and paper industry may soon 
get a foothold there. 

Of all Canada’s important manu- 
facturing industries, pulp and paper 
has probably recelved Jess direct 
assistance than ‘any other. A little 
common sense legislation gare it its 
real opportunity. Enterprise and 
energy have done the rest.

It 
is stated that one of the professional 
eaters was known to hare disposed 
of some seven pounds of beef at a 
sitting. —Family Herald.

Canadians in England must have 
read with mirth and joy the account 
of an entertainment. given lately In 
the country. The report In one of 
the dailies was headed ‘Scenes from 
Canadian Life at ——— Castle,” and 
told of a series of scenes depicting 
supposed incidents in the lives of 
settlers in Western Canada, written 
and arranged by a clergyman “who 
has had personal expericnce of back- 
woods life.”

English people hare not 
heard nearly enough of this bit of 
Canadian work which has been golng 
on for months, The returning herocs 
are bringing English and Scottish 
brides, but these poor girls are not 
told beforehand that the Hed Cross 
and the various patriotic socictics 
meet them and care for them, cren 
to the extent of sending trained 
nurses with the mothers on the 
long train journey to a new home.

We Drink It But Are Not Authorities 
on Flavor, 

In part the high price of coffee fs 
attributed to a frost in parts of Bra- 
sil, but various causes have contri- 
buted. Puerto Rico, for example. 
which never is touched by frost, had 
last year a smal! crop, and the price 
of coffee in the island has increased 
100 per cent. This has becn ascrib- 
ed sometimes to proh:bition, but it is 
doubtful whether Puerto Rico could 
drink much more coffee than it was 
drinking before prohibition went into 
effect; its consumption of alcoho! was 
extremely moderate and its consump- 
tion ‘of coffee largo, as is apt to be 
the case in the tropics. 

It is noteworthy in this country 

that many of the plans for a sub- 
stitute for tho saloon call for the 
provision of coffee as a substitute for 
alcoholic drinks. In the cafes of 
Europe the two go side by side, on 
an oqual footing; at the samo table 
ono person may be drinking coffee 
and another beer. It might almost 
be said= that .Evropean drink - wine 
or becr with their meals and take 
their coffeo in public, while Cana- 
dians drink coffee with their meals 
and take their alcohol in secret. This 
materially affects the position of caf- 
fee as a substitute, 
If the coffee house is to be re 
stored to the position it once had, 
considerable changes will need to be 
made in national habits and tastes, 
Used in moderation coffee is a rela- 
tively harmless stimulant, but {t can- 
not consumed so y as yi 
and most coffee drinkers take already 
quite as much as is good for them. 
To make coffee available as a social 
substitute for alcohol, therefore, the 
Canadian public would need to cut 
down its home drinking, so that the 
pro establishment of coffee 
bouses might not involve so great an 
increase. in national consumption as 
bas been predicted. 

It is perhaps a moro serious dim- 
culty that the Canadian public, do- 
spite its enormous consumption of 
it, has not un educated taste in cof- 
fee. The market in*Canada for the 
higher grades is relatively small, and 
there has been little appreciation for 
the excellent and full-flavored pro- 
duct. To tho average Canadian cof- 
feo is a pale decoction used to wash 
down griddle-cakes, crullers and pie; 
it would never occir to him to take

The Problem Is Largely One of 
Transportation. 

One of the mest important points 
brought out by Mr. C. A. Magrath, 
the former Canadian Fuel Control- 
ler, in his recent report on the activi- 
ties of his office, -down to the time of 
{ts abolition, was undoubtedly that 
which dealt with the question of 
transportation ss a master factor in 
the Canadian coal problem. “It can- 
not be impressed upon the Canadian 
public too strongly,” Mr. Magrath 
declared, “that the coal supply, to the 
consumers of this country, !s prim- 
arily a question of transportation.” 

Now, the ordinary householder [n 
Canada, as in many other countries, 
has suffercd many things at the 
hands of tho coal dealers, and there 
{is no Httle excuse for him if he sus- 
pecia that any exercise of foresight 
on his part will not result in any 
advantage to himself, but only in an 
additional profit to the coal Jealer. 
Nevertheless there can be no question 
that a national understanding, or 
anything like a national understand- 
ing, of the problem of coal diatribu- 
tion in its broad aspects, accompan- 
fed by a national determination to 
act in the matter so as best to facili- 
tate the work wduld quickly compel 
a very considerable reduction in 
prices. 

Mr. Magrath insists that the key 
to the whole situation Hes in the 
question of the r time for the 
consumer to place his order for his 
winter’s supply of coal, and those 
who have any acquaintance with tho 
situation can hardly fail to agree 
with him. Canada is a pecullarly sit- 
uated country in this respect. In 
winter, when coal is most needed, 
transport facilities are most dificult. 
Not only are the great waterways of 
the country frozen, but rallway trans- 
port is rendered much more uncer- 
tain. As a consequence, coal dealers 
at any distance from the mines, and, 


as Mr. Magrath points out, very little }. 


coal {g_consumed in Canads within 
200 miles of the source of supply, 
are ob!iged to lay in cnormous stocks 
during the summer inonths, at a pro- 
portionate outlay of capital, and to 
do so without being able to form any 
very clear. idea as to how much they 
may need. < 

So important does Mr. Magrath 
consider this question that he advo- 
cates, in order to encourage the buy- 
ing of domestic coal in the spring 
and the early summer, which is the 
slack season, a considerable reduc- 
tion in the price per ton on April 1 
of each r, to be followed by a 
monthly “Bddition until. the normal 
winter’ D is in tem=- 
vere Hefaiso considers that it might 







ment with the railroad managers for 
a reduction in the freight rates dur- 
ing the summer, or at least a re 
arrangement of existing tariffs so 
that there would be a further in- 
ducement for buying, fuel in the 
spring and summer, thus assisting 
the stabilizing of the industry. “For 
this," he adds, “ls at once the sea- 
son of greatest steam efficiency, low- 
est t of operation, and least 
amounfof freight traffic.”

chant marine will be released for, use 
in foreign trade. 

Mr. Hurley tells us, observes the In- 
dependent (New York), that the Uni- 
ted States will have 25,000,000 tons of 
merchant shipping by the end of 1920, 
and that as fast as these ships can be 
freed from military work they will en- 
ter commerce, The present consulates 
would be entirely foadequate to handle 
this enlarged business, There are not 
enough of them, thelr staffs are too 
small and they are handicapped by In- 
experience with duties that will be de 
manded and by antiquated regulations. 
Even now the burden of work, espe~ 
clally in the way of inquiries to be an- 
swered, is overtaxing the undermanned 
and underpald force. Mr. Hurley 
therefore pleads that Immediate steps 
be taken to remedy the situation. 

“We need more consuls und larger 
consuler staffs,” he tell us. “If we do 
not provide them today and prepare 
for the great growth In our merchant 
marine and trade after the war, | fear 
that we shall suffer a serious break- 
down.”

half of our country is on the thresh- 
old of the same sort of steady de 
velopment. as, that which has, made 
our. middle west one of the great 
food producing regions of the world.

Dr. commences by stating 
that he has written the book to clear 
away some of the misconceptions 
that have been created by the con- 
trovergy over his original report and 
by the suppression of, subsequent 
dccaments. Dr, Bruce was appointed 
in 1916 to investigate conditions in 
the Overseas mi edical services. He 
saya: “My colleagues and I entered 
upon our investigations without pre- 
judice or bias, determined only ‘to 
Prepare an honest and impartial re- 
port, based sojely upon conditions 
actually prevailing. I had scarcely 
commenced my work. however, when 
Pressure was brought to bear upon 
me by friends of these who might be 
affected to influenco me in the in- 
Vestigation and findings.

Clear statenients are made In the 
book regarding several misunder- 
standings that have existed in Can- 
ada concerning Dr. Bruce's report. 
Insinuations have been made against 
him because the report was published 
in Canada before the Prime Minister 
gave it out. Dr. Bruce says, ‘this 
Publication was without my knowl- 
edge or sanction.” 

A general impression got abroad 
in Canada that Dr. Bruce sald harsh 
things about the V. A. D.’s. Anyone 
who reads his report will find that 
be criticized the V. A. D. hospitala 
because he believed that they had 
not been properly utilized. They 
were called upon to do work that 
other medical units were better 
cquipped to do. He adds In his bak: 
“I wish to emphasize the fact that 
in what was sald in my report I in- 
tended no disparagement whatever of 
the services o fthe Voluntary Ald 
Detachment nurses. On the contrary, 
I expressed my appreciation of the 
self-sacrifice and devotion displayed 
by those nurses, and the splendid 
vervices which they had rendered to 
the sick and wounded.” 

He was also criticized for recom- 
mending the segregation of the Cana- 
dian wounded. He did so in the In- 
ferests of efficiency. He thought it 
would be better for the men, better 
for the army, and better for the pen- 
sion boards after the war. In tho 
book he gives the arguments by 
which he supportei the proposal and 
they are thoroughly ‘sound. Those 
who opposed the suggestion held that 
by mixing the wounded men up 
among other soldiers who were not 
Canadians the {uperial spirit was 
being fostered. To which Dr.-Bruce 
Teplied in hls comments on the Bap- 
tle report: “I.am personally of the 
opinion that our soldiers who have 
left their homes to join the colors, 
and'who are: fighting our battles, 
have surely proven that they are im- 
bued ‘with true Imperial instincts, 
and that when they return wounded 
and sick to England, after having 
shown their willingness to make the 
supreme sacrifice, they do not need 
to pass through a kindergarten of 
Imperialism in the hospitals.” 


Our Legislatures. 

Canada.has escaped class repre- 
sentation in its popular Legislatures. 
A feature of our Parllaments is the 
preponderance of lawyers. This is 
not’ class represeatation—that is to 
say, the lawyers aro rot elected by 
lawyers, who arc a very small pro-- 
gortion of the population, but by men 
of the’ classea.. An Interesting table 
recently ‘prepared shows the prepon- 
derance of business and’ professional 
men in our legislative bodies, and 
the’almost ‘total jack of. mechanita 
and laborers. The business:and pro- 
fessional men: are Jers than 17 per 
tent.. of the’ population, but™ have 
more than &1'per cent. of the repre- 
yentation. The mechanics and labor-: 
ers have’ nearly ‘27 per cent. of the 
population, but only half of one per 
tent..of the representation. Farmers 
have 464% per cent. of the popula- 
(ion and a ‘little over 16 per cent, of 
the representation.

OTTAWA, Aug. 28.—A judgment which means that the paper mills 
of Canada must refund about $150,000 to the newspapers of the Domin- 
ion on bills for newsprint. sold between July 1 and November 30, 1918, 
has been rendered by the Paper Control Tribunal. This is the final pro- 


‘| nouncement on the long-drawn-out newsprint. inquiry, $0 far as the per- 


iod in question is concerned, but later periods up to the end’of the war 
have yet to be dealt with. 

The judgment reduces the price of newsprint in rolls from $69 pér 
ton to $66. The price of $69 was fixed by Paper Controller R. A. Prin- 
gh, K.C., and both the manufacturers and the publishers appealed to the 
Paper Control Tribunal against it, the manufacturers attempting to have 
that body impose a.price of $80 per ton upon the newspapers. If they 
had been successful in this demand’ the Canadian publishers would have 
had to pay at the rato of a million and a quarter dollars a year more 
than they are now directed to pay by the Tribunal’s judgment, or over 
haifa million dollars more for the five months covered by the judgment.

* No laces, embroideries or dress trim- 
mings of any kind are produced in 
West Africa. \Of machine made goods, 
Principally cotton, large quantities are 
imported, being supplied chiefly by 
England, France and Switzerland. The 
Datlve women use them in embroidered 
under and top skirts, chemises, cheml- 
scttes and kimonos, 

This is true as regurds the native 
women in all West Africa, even In the 
far interior. They fancy the top cheml- 
sette, or short chemise, worn as & ki- 
mono. For the most part tho goods 
ure embroldered, but many have begun 
to wear garmeats with Insertions and 
laces. Light figured and flowered 
volles and dimities are well liked fn 
Senegal.

‘Every parent worthy of the name, when he looks on his child says: ‘*This 
chitd shall h@ve a better chance than I have had.”’ But he‘very often 
‘does not say (as he should), ‘This child may have brains and powers far 
beyond mine. I will by education and training develop those powers so 
that they. may be of use to the state.’’

« The, savage destructiveness of the Germans in the great war was one 
of its. outstanding features, revealing an utter lack of conscience and 
savage ruthlessness unparalleled in history. No amount of money exact- 
ediin reparation: can replace in ravaged France what th: Hun has de- 
stroyed. This type of Hun military character was strikingly displayed in 
the destruction of railways and equipment, and this chapter of Germany’s 
war-record is reviewed in an article in the Literary Digest, as follows: 
The enemy's-railway lines and railway stations are.always legitimate 
targets in war. They are:as much a part of his-fighting material as ar- 
tillery or-forts. The Germans, ‘however, did not treat railways in the 
late” war:solely as part of the Allies’ military equipment. Fheir main 
object” seems to have been to ruin methodically the industria regions of 
; , anid ‘therefore they put out of commission lines that could be of 
nO possible use in military operations. They systematically razed stations 
‘o'the ground, destroyed all bridges, culverts, and tunnels, of whatever 
size‘or importance, demolished watchmen's shelter houses, swept away
